There are sttll to be foond those who 
regard the policy of handing over to 
Railway Corpornliona ^ largo blocks 
of tbo pnblio domftia with no friendly 
eye. Thooretioally oonslderfld, land 
inonopolleB are pornioioaB. As^a.-.tolo 
they are so praotioally, A careful 
coDBidoration ol tbo question will, hdw- 
ovor, lead to the couviotion that ' the 
Bysiom which forms the immediate snb- 
joot of ibo proBOnt remarks may not be 
open to those cogent objections vThicb 
generally Ho against land moDopoliBB 
There is but one logititnato uac lor t!:o 
Ion, Is of tt now country— of any country 

Vi ■, to be placed in tbo possession ui 

those who will. the most e& oiuaily cnuao 
thorn to yield food for man avA bea?t. 
If it can bo mndo to appear thi\l tbia 
can be more cffeoiuuUy nccompliabt-i iu 
the hands of a Railsviky Company thun 
tiSropgh the ordinary mediuu., then 
miQBt^all.QbjaiOtiODs fall. And wo do 
not aoprthend much difficulty iu estab- 
liehipg than proposition, A Railroad 
Company, nndorlaking, for inBtance, 
tbe construction of a railway across iho 
American Continent th'.'Oiigh Uritinh 
territory, must nooosaarily roprosont 
enormous capital, far beyond that em- 
ployed in the immediate prosecution of 
tbe enterprise, In accepting land 
grants through a wild and uninhabited 
country, either an a part payment 
for the work, or as a sort of premium 
for the investment of capital in an en- 
terprise presenting no visible moans, or 
at best, very remote means, of yielding 
profiiablo roiuros, thero must be nssnm- 
ed on the part of tbe company a bo7ia 
fide intention to ronder such lands re- 
productive. It will bo observed limL 
Buoh a company would havo a double 
motive in doing this. First, to realize 
ngoli tbe lands ; and, secondly, to create, 
by aettfement and dovslopment, tralTio 
for th>)"'ifkliway. In this way a railway 
company would havo presented to it 
much stronger and more tangible motives 
to promoto colonization than are com- 
monly presented to GrovernmeotB, while 
their fioanoiW connections and influ- 
ence over the various means of transport 
would enable them more coouomiculiy luitl 
eEBcienlly to carry out a eystematic 
Bohemo for eottling ihoir lunds. Wheu 
this railway land grant plan was first in- 
aiigarated in the United States, tbete 
was nS liHle outcry raised against creat- 
ing BQoh gigantio land monopolies^ and 
the prodigality of govornmonts in band" 
ing over ihonsands of square miles of tbe 
pnblio domain to railway companios 
'formed the subject of the Boverest anim- 
»dTereion.,^iIliere' were not wanting, 
howoTer, those statesmen of large and 
adTanoed vision who saw, or thought 
they saw, the ond from the beginnini^, 
— me« who welcomed tho railway gya- 
tem as tho most etieolivo means of open- 
ing up, settling up and developing now 
territory) ' It waa a. new and Btartlini; 
theory to imalce iriailways ihe forerunner, 
the procaring can'e of soitloment and 
traffic. Has this new theory suc^joedod ? 
Has tho system ot making large land 
grants to railways conHtruoted iliroiigli 
new and unsettled countries verified tbo 
prediotions of its adrouates 7 For, 
theorize as we may, practical' experience 
is, after all, a monitor not to be despised. 
The Illinois Central Eiulroud was, \vu 
believe, the CphI in rcBpect of which liio 
land grant plan wus adopted upon a 
eoale of any cousidorablo miigniiude; 
andfjnasmach as safiSoiept ,tune may be 
oonBiidered' as Baving elapsed to enable 
one to form a tolerably correot judgraeiii 
as to the resuliH of tho systom, in ihal 
initance at least, it may not be alloijetbor 
ri.-.proQiabie to gUiiee ui. results. Ilmny 
bo aaaeried generally tbul tho railway 
in question was chiefly instrumental in 
opening op tho great West which did ho 
much f jr the United Slat.-s. Tlie g'oai 
and marvolounly produolive Sia' "s 
which it created, and populous lown.s 
and citioH which sprung up as if by 
magio along its couroe, presumably owe 
th^iRoPXlBtenoe; tO; ^thati first railway 
thfdhgh' the wilderness.' Referring to 
tbe more iinmediatu roturna lor ibn 
lands convoyed to that company, the 
Sin Francisco Bulletin mtys : — 

•It ia reporled that the Illinoia Cunirul 
Railroad has paid huuk to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, ID freiRlr.s carried on that qccouiiI, 
Dot leas tbno 520 aa HC.iu for all tbu lands 
wbtob it derived from the GoTernineut. 
Most of tbete laodo were not worth at the 
lime of tbe transfer, more than 32 per aori) _ 
in fact ttey had been for years a drug in the! 
market at >1 25. Not ouly did the (ioverii- 
meat gain largely, but the people derived 
even greater benefits.' 

Kor is there any reason to' believe that 
the land grant systom will bo lona beno- 
ficially' applied to tho construction of 
the Canadian racific Kiiilway. Tnero 
would not appear to be any roapon lor 
ioubtiog that the selfdume bouefioial ro- 
aults Will follow in a moob larger de- 
gree. We should be disposed to regard 
the riilway company in tbo light of a 
gigantic coloni'«or, by handing over tho 
lauds to which the Govorumont would 
avoid all tho trouble and expense com, 
monly incident to those schemes asually 
employed with bat partial suooeBB. 



in this address two or three points wor- 
thy of attention. Mr Smith doclnreB
